THAT LYNCHING 



Gov. Bushnell Expresses His 
Views on the Matter. 



Was Not Advised of th» Trouble Un- 
til It Had Reached Its Climax.

O., June 7. — Oov. Bush- 
[1 was asked by the Associated Press 
what, if anything- he desired to say, 
about the lynching- of a Negro at the 
Urbana jail. He said in effect, that a 
sheriff, by the laws of Ohio, "has power 
to call on stato troops in his county to 
protect persons and property. The 
law of Ohio is peculiar in this respect 
The sheriff at Urbana called the local 
company into service. I was at Woos- 
ter. Word came to me at 1MB p. nx, 
Thursday, of the pendirjtf trouble. 1 
was at a banquet of the Sons of Vet- 
erans. It took the messenger JO min- 
utes to find me. The word was from 
Capt. Leonard, in command of the l"r- 
bana company of state troops at the 
jail in which the Negro was impris- 
oned and whose life was threatened. 
Capt Leonard said the sheriff said he 
wanted help. The governor said he 
did not look upon the message of Capt. 
Leonard as being from the proper 
source. The telephone people at 
Wooster were in bed. They were 
secured by 11:15 p. m I got 
Sheriff McLain at Urbana by tele- 
phone. He told mo he had -in men, I 
told him he ought to be able to pro- 
tect the prisoner and property with 10 
men. (I have since learned he had .V> 
roan.) He said ho would do the best he 
could, but public sentiment was dead 
ugalnit htm. I said he had nothing to 
do with public sentiment. His duty 
wa» to obey the law. He did not ask 
for help, t left the telephone office ;it 
midnight. 

The shooting by the Urbana com- 
pany occurred after that conversation. 

At 8 a. m. a message came from 
Sheriff McLain saying his force was 
inadequate andfor me to send heln. I 
immediately telephoned Capt Ural- 
bury, company B Third Ohio infr.ntry, 
Springfield, to report with his com- 
pany to Sheriff McLlain at Urbona. At 
the same time I telephoned sheriff 
McLain that Capt ltradbury would re- 
port to him. 

Capt. Bradbury arrived at Urbana at 
or before 7 a. m Col. Anthony, of the 
Third Ohio infantry, to which is at- 
tached the Springfield and Urbana 
companies, says Sheriff McLain told 
him that ( apt Bradbury, of Spring- 
field, reported to and talked with him 
(the sheriff), and was directed by the 
sheriff to return to the train, or to 
Springfield, and the Springfield troops 
did return to the train. 

The lynch. ng occurred not more 
than 39 minutes later, according to the 
best Information at the governor's of- 
fice. 

(apt Bradbury said by telephone to 
the adjutant general's office here that 
when ho was ordered by the sheriff to 
return to the train he sat in the pres- 
ence of the sheriff as long as he could 
consistantly and then retired. 

The governor said the sheriff did not 
Inform him of the existing trouble un- 
til It had reached a climax, although 
the thing had been brewing several 
days. He has been assured by all 
1 -lasses of people in Uurbaua that he 
did all that could have been done un- 
der the oirou instances. 

Adj't Oen. Axline. who wus present 
at the interview Saturday, said that 
the mayor of Urbana telephoned him 
that the "governor and troops were in 
no way to blame, they did all they 
could, if there is anyone to blame it is 
myself and the sheriff, and as far as I 
am concerned I am willing to take my 
share of the blame." 

The mayor further said there was 
ample provocation for the firing of the 
militia at 2:110 and he did not blame 
them for doing their duty. The sher- 
iff, he said, did not manage things 
right and did not asem to appreciate 
the gravity of the situation until it 
was too late to avoid the lynching 
without an "awful slaughter of human 
life," 

< 'hi. i Mill's, O., June .—A special 
to the Dispatch from Urbana saye that 
Urbana Saturday morning la a very 
different place from Urbana of Friday. 

The oity has resumed its normal 
condition and the scene has changed 
entirely. Instead of a Negro dangling 
from a tree in the most prominent 
atreef corner, the eaclted populace 
11 on ng the streets, the military and 
she. .. 1 aiding in the oouuty jail, the 
spectacle of a peaceable community, a 
fleeing sheriff, a missing captain and 
a military company making them- 
selves scares la presented. Noth- 
ing la known of the where- 
about* of Sheriff McLain and Capt 
Leonard. Ji is the general under- 
standing that the sheriff drove to 
Springfield, and nobody outside the 
captain's olrole of immediate friends 
knows where he weal It was reported 
Friday night that a mob of ISO was 
organising to go to Bpriagtleld after the 
sheriff, and such word went to 8pri ng- 
field, having the effect, is is said, of 
driving tut sheriff off to Dayton. He 
Is universally condemned by the peo- 
ple aud. held responsible for the shoot- 
ing of oittaens by the militia. The 
eitisene insist that he was altogether 
too offiolous In this matter, and should 
have refrained from ordering out the 
troop* 

As for the captain, he is condemned 
for ordering the soldier* to fire, and 
the boys of the company for firing Into 
a erowd of their fellow citlsena After 
ape from the jail, the members 
so pany hare not dared to show 
as tip the etreet and many of 
si have left the city. A liveryman 
took a timid squad of them to Spring- 
field. 

Their troubles are not over yet. 
Some of the wounded claim to know 
it them and several thrashings 
in. It Is reported that Smith

Leonard on sight 

The son was an unmarried man aged 
about 30 years and a broom-maker by 
i>ceupation. Baker, the other man 
killed, was about 37 years old and 
married.

He leaves a wife and tve small chil- 
dren. 

The body "Click" Mitchell, the rap- 
ist, who was the cause of all the 
trouble, Is an elephant on the hands of 
the city. Mitchell's body, being un- 
claimed by relatives, was dumped into 
Undertaker Humphrey's wagon late in 
the afternoon and driven hurriedly 
away among the jeers of the crowd to 
his establishment under the supposi- 
tion that a Dr. Myers, who proved to 
be from Springflelod, would take It 
But upon arrival and consultation, he 
decided n>t to.
